5,000 years. They fill some gaps

Stanton In Lincoln Death 


TH E A SSO C IA T ED P R E SS 
A research chemist by chance 
has come upon a cryptic allegor­ 
ical statement scribbled in an old 
journal which points an accusing 
finger 
at 
Edwin M. 
Stanton, 
President Abraham Lincoln’s sec­ 
retary of war, as having helped 
plan Lincoln’s assassination. 
The accusation was scrawled 
by Brig. Gen. Lafayette C. Baker 
who died under mysterious cir­ 
cumstances three years after Lin­ 
coln’s death. 
But whether the coded message 
will cast a new light on the as­ 
sassination % years ago appears 
to depend on Baker s flamboyant 
character. 
AU T H EN T IC M E S S A G E 
Handwriting experts have au­ 
thenticated 
Baker’s 
message.

That is a paraphrase of a re­ 
mark attributed to Stanton at the 
time of Lincoln’s death: "Now he 
belongs to the ages.”

Hamilton, a Wall Street lawyer 
and veteran of government serv­ 
ice. is reported in line to succeed 
Allen W. Dulles as director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
The report came in an article 
to be published in the Aug. 7 issue 
of Newsweek magazine. The ar­ 
ticle says Hamilton, 50, is to suc­ 
ceed Dulles as head of the con­

hush-hush 
agency in 
October, following several months 
of working with Dulles. 
The 
magazine said 
Hamilton 
will move into a CIA office in 
the near future and that he was 
chosen after a meeting with Pres­ 
ident Kennedy several weeks ago 
and a secret meting with Dulles. 
STARTED IN 1938 
A Democrat, Hamilton has been 
in and out of government service 
for the past 20 years. He joined 
the Justice Department, in 1938

From 1943 to 1946. he was chief 
of the Board of Economic War­ 
fare's enemy branch, was a mem­ 
ber of the joint intelligence staff 
and a member of the strategic 
bombing target committee.

targets. 
WAS RHODES SCHOLAR 
A native of Kansas City, Ham­

DIDNT MENTION NAMES 
Turning to critics of the pro­ 
gram — and without mentioning 
names—the governor continued: 
"It is an expensive campaign— 
and, if I may say so, the money 
being spent by pressure groups 
might better be spent in research 
grants for medical scientists. 
“Or rf they want to make it 
genuinely and tangibly useful, per­ 
haps it could be diverted into the 
construction of clinics for the ag­ 
ing.” 
Prospects for congressional ac­ 
tion on the Kennedy program are 
rather dim at this point, especial­ 
ly in the wake of the President's 
call last week for increased spend­ 
ing on national defense because of 
the Berlin crisis. 
Lawrence said he had reluc­ 
tantly signed legislation enabling 
Pennsylvania to participate in the 
so-called Kerr-Mills program of 
federal aid for medical care of 
persons over 65. That program, 
offered by Dwight D. Elsenhower 
when he was President, isn’t tied 
to social security.
